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SUMMARY 


Sovetsk  Army  Barracks  Neman  Northwest 
is  situated  immediately  north  of  the  main 
Sovetsk-Neman  road,  7.2  kilometers  (km)south- 
east  of  Sovetsk  and  3.7  km  nortliwost  of  Neman 
(Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  iiO.7 
acres  and  contains  4 multistory  administrative 


buildings /barracks,  6 single-story  barracks, 
20  storage  buildings,  36  support  buildings,  and  2 
vehicle  maintenance /storage  buildings  (Figures 
2 and  3). 

The  installation  is  active,  but  no  change  has 
been  observed  on  3 interpretable  KEYHOLE 
missions  between  December  1961  and  June  1964. 


DESCRIP  TION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Road  Service 

A secondary  road  serving  the  barracks 
area  connects  to  a good  all-weather  road  between 
Neman  and  Sovetsk. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  2 multistory  administra- 
tive buildings/barracks,  4 single-story  bar- 
racks, 13  storage  buildings,  and  23  support 
buildings. 

Area  D2  contains  2 multistory  administra- 


tive buildings/barracks,  2 single-story  bar- 
racks, 4 storage  buildings,  and  10  support 
buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  3 small  storage  build- 

ing.s. 

Equipment  Stor age/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  two  300-  by  90-foot  vehicle 
maintenance/storage  buildings. 
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
